confinement in the work- house not more than thirty days, or shall forfeA 
and pay a sum of money not exceeding twenty dolUra ; and whenerer a^ 
mulaiU) or colored persons, being free, shall so conduct themaelvea aa to 
be f«>und by the ni^ht- watch or police, in anv of ihe public strecta, Uam

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writtdi consent of th« major, or of the penoo in whose serriee thej an 
employed, Mnd he. she or they shall fail to gire the mayor or jnstioa 
of the peace, before whom they shall be taken for eiaminalion, a satiilae- 
tory mtMHi for such conduct, erery such person may be adjudged a dii- 
orderiy person, and iJiall forfeit and pay a sum of money not exdeeding 
two dollars, or be confined at the work -house for a period not exceedmg 
fwehe days, and all slaves, who shall and may be found guilty of the like 
disorder, shall be punished by whippini^ not eiceeding ten stripes, onleM 
the owner or owners of such slave shall immediately pay a fine not ei- 
ceedin«; two dollant in Ueu thereof.

CHAPTER CV. 



PCNISRIIKKT OP SLAVES POt SITTING, 8TAXDIXG OB LTIWO VPOII 
THE SENCBES OB STALLS OP THE MABKKT BOCSB. 

It shall be unlawful for any slave to sit, stand or lie upon any of tlM 
benches or stalls of the Market House, either during the day or night 
season, and upon conviction thereof, before any thbui^ competent to tij 
the same, he or she shall be punished by inflicting ix>t more than tea 
stripes, unless the owner of such slave, or some other person, shall pay B 
dne of one dollar, in lieu thereof.
